‘Your committee have becn unable to tako all tha testt- 
mony necosaars to enable thom (0 presont a comprebon- 
Sivo report tn relation to tho ndmioistration of affairs to 
tho Dopartment of the West, moro particulsrly wail 
undeF the command of Geoeral John ©. Fromoot. Com- 
polled to remain In attendance upon Congress darlog Its 
seaslons, thoy wore uuable to visit tha dopartment in 
ordor (o'tako tha testimony of witnoses thero: and tboy 
id pot foc! willing to call from so great a distance the 
witnoasos whoso testimony was neceesary to fully elucl- 
dato all tbo facts, as tholr nervicos wero constantly ro- 
quired in the eld. ' Throughout their favestigations, your 
commilics haye atricily adhiored to tho rule adopted 
by them from tho firs, to oak the attendance of 
those In tho’ military’ service only when no 
dowriment to the public fateresta woald resalt 
from a tomporary absence from thelr commands, 
When Onngreas cloed {ta scasion last nummer, 
many of thoao who had boon most actively engaged Jn tho 
operations to whlclt your committes desired 10 direct 
Uholr attention had beca ordorod to other paris of tho 
Country; some wera {o Tenvosio9 and Missi Ksippl, somo 
In Arkansas, somo In tbe Army of the Totomae, and others 
in tho Iiepartmeat of tho South under General Aanto 
Sach testimopy as was within reach your committee 
havo taken, Tot thoy are fully aware that thelr javestt- 
gatlon upon that subject as been far from complete;and 
they, therefore, present but a brief roport, togetbor with 
such (ostimony'as they Dave obtained. 

Whou the rebollion commenced, Missourl was one of 
the mest torbulent among those States whlob the rebel 
Teadors sought to gain over to their caus by the count- 
vanco snd treachery of the State authorities, and by tho 
Prosence of armed forces to operate pow tho fears of tho 
poople. Tho number of federal troopa ia that region was 
‘ery small; a great portion of our troops rintioued In the 
Torritories and at our inilitary: posts ypon the Western froa- 
lor, had been basely surroudored by Twicks to tho rebels 
jo Texas. St. Louis, tbe great commercial emporium, 
of tho State, was pre rom falling wn ior Febel coatrol

Tho difficulty vader which our commandors there la

Pols, ata timo whea the ability of the goyorament was 
{axed to tho utmost to arm and equip the large oumber 
©” solanteers called Suto tho eld, thoso who. were, rom 
time to time, placed la charge of (hat department wero 
‘compelled to!act under the greatast disadvantages. 

Just previous to tho appointment of Geberal Fremont 
to'the command of that dopartment, the state of alfuirs 
fo Missouri had become very alarming. In every portion 
of thoStato the robol forces had appéared, and assumod 
‘Sho offensive; all through tbo State thoy were committing 
thelr dopredationa, and Jackson, tho Governor, had ap- 
Poared with a Large force of troops furnishod by the rebol 
authorities from Arkansas and Texas, In addition to those 
he bad been able fo ooljsps In Missjurl, Piliow and otbor 
robel genornls bad collected a large force from Teniossco, 
Kentucky, &c,,and wero tureatsning the southwestern 
[portion of the State and! Cairo. at the mouth of the Oblo, 
Goovral Lyon, who was the highest ofllcer in command 
after the romoval of General Harnoy, bad, with bis 
Mmlted means, boon moat active, and bad taken tha fold

The enomy, 
como 2,000 strong, had becn driven from that place by 
Major Zagouyi, who, with barely opo hundred cavalry, 
mado the most brilliant cbarge of the war, 

Preparations wore made to ongage the enemy, who

Telatiba to the purchase of arms, &ke., t appears that 
tuo department was very destitute of supplies of all kinds; 
‘the domand was most yiregsing, and tho guvernmcok was 
unable to supply it. Some of ths arms engaged by Geno- 
ral Fremont for the soldiers In bis doy were dle 
Verted to the Army of the Potomac—the primary object 
of tho goveromen| thea being tncollect and equlp an army 
‘at Washington as soonas could poasibly be aooe.

Goneral Jerez is said to hayo ootered Nicaragua from 
Salvador, with four hundred so{djora, and is waiting pear 
tbe border for relptorcoments from Salvador, Jorez 
will be rememberod as a prominent gonoral of the 
Nicaraguan army, who was entrusted with a mission to 
Salvador, with propositions for uniting {110 Statos of Con- 
tral America{a ove confederacy, Prosbicot Martinez, of 
Nicaragua, accused Jeroz of exceeding bis powers, and 
Fopudiated all bo had done. Jeroz immediately took se 
vies with Salyndor. 

Two thousand Enfleld rifles wore rocen\ly aent to Costa 
Rica from Goatemala. 

Four hundred Nicaraguan troops, der command of Gen, 
Xagratch, have been eeat to hold Jerez in cbeck, No en- 
gagoment had taken place at Jatest wivices. Martial law 
‘bas boon proclatmed throughout the republle. Men wero 
doing pressed {ato goverument xorvica; mules, horses 
‘and materials of war wero being selze for government 
use, Cordon Island, at the mouth of the Realojo river, 
has been fortided, six guns belug mounted, -A forced 
war contribution ja being lovied and ccllccted. Spveral 
American citizens at Graoada city have been Jmpriaoned 
Ja thelr houses, and a guard placed oyer them, (or refus- 


Ing to contribute. Similar cages have occurred at ‘Leon, 
Rivas and other places fa Nicaragua, 
GUATRHALA AND SALVADOR. 

A battle was fought obout seven wecks since Ip the 
south of Goatemala, between a portion of the army of 
that republic, under command of General Carrora, Prosi- 
dent of the republic, and some of Genora| Barrios’ (Pre- 
ident of Salvador) froops, Io which the latter was 
Victorious, putting the Guatomalans to complete rout, 
killing & good many and takiog a Jarge ucmbor of priz 
souers.

The Keokuk was designed by Mr.C.W. Whitoey, of 
thie city, and was bolit at the yard of J, S. Underbill k 
©», Dry Dock Iron Works. she waa launched {a the early 
part of last winter, and sailed from Now York on tbo 11th 
of March, arriving at Fort Royal oa the 26th. Tho fol-

The Keokuk was not only a two turreted veseel, bat was 
‘leo aram, She was emailer than the Ericsson Monjtore, 
belng ove bundred and Gfty-nino fect alx inckes over all, 
Including tho ram, which wad fve (eet long. Sbe bad « 
Deum of thirty six foet, with a depth of hold of thirteen 
feet elx fncbes, and drew nine (eet of wmer. Her sides 
sloped inward ut an angle of thirty-seven degrees, to ehed 
the evemy’s abot. 

She was built of trou, and ber armor extended vearly 
four feet below tho water line. The horizontal deck was 
five feet aboyo (ho water ling. Her propulsive power was 
furnished by two propellers and two engines of dive bun 
red borse power, Tbe bull of the veseel was constructed 
of half-inch rolled iron. She had three keelsous ranniog the 
whole leugth of the ressel, and (wo fore and aft bulkbecds, 
Jeaving on each 6id0 9 space and forming an incer skin, 
which mould probably keep oat the water in the ovent.

OUR MAP OF CHARLESTON. 


We republiah, on tho first page of this morning’ 
paper, our map of Charleston and of the rabol bat- 
tories for the defence of that place. It is tho beat 
map for reforenco that has yet been given, and 
will bear repetition. Itennbles the public to seo 
ata glance the position of our iron-clada in tho 
action of Tuesday last, as briefly described by the 
rebel telegraphic despatches published on the 
third page, 

THE SITUATION. 

‘The long expected attack upon Charleston com- 
menced on Tuesday last. In the carly"part of tho 
day only four of our iron-clads were engaged— 
probably threo fitted with submarine devils and 
one other. According to the rebels the firing from 
both partics was very heavy, and during the action 
the Ironsides grounded, but got off and dropped 
out of range. 

About two o'clock in the afternoon seven Moni- 

tor batteries, the Keokuk and Ironsides again re- 
newed the contest at about one mile and threo- 
quarters distant, a8 in all probability no obstrac- 
tions were found, and for three hours the firing 
as rapidand heavy. Fort Sumter scema to have 
been the object and aim of the operations at that 
time. At four o'clock the TIronsidea ond 
Keokuk withdrew, leaving tho other yessels 
to contisue the work for an hour longer. 
Itis probable that the signals from the flaguhip 
‘Were not readily seen on account of the dense 
smoke from the guns, and it was not until some- 
time afterwards they noticed ahs had left, This 
may account for their remaining an hour later, 
It is apparent that the rebels haye but little con- 
fidence in their iromclads, as they aid not at- 
tompt to engage until”our vessels withdrew. ‘The 
casualties in Fort Sumter were one dled and 
five badly wounded, showing that some good 
gunnery was exhibited clthor at thelr barbetts or 
through the embrasures. No reports haa been 
received from the other rebel batteries ot thy 
time of sending the despatch to Richmond, ana jt 
is fair to presume that our wooden vesuls, with 
their long rango rifles, had been engaging some of 
the rebel earth works,

The injuries received by the Iron- 
sides and tho Keokuk are no doubt exug- 
gerated; but in any case they would not have 
furnished a sufficient reason for the suspension 
of the assault after go brief a duration. At no 
time has any great dependence been placed by 
naval men on cither of these vessels. 

But, taking the nowa in its worst possible ase 
pect, it ought not to surprise or discourage any

one, The ostensibly formidable preparations 
which the government has been making for the 
reduction of Charleston haye had the effect of 
stimulating the rebels to strain every effort for 


the best engineers and artillery oflicers in their 
service bave been expending all the resources 
which they could command for the defence of 
both tho city and harbor. Tho result is that 
whilst on our side we have only brought tho thir- 
ty-two guns of our iron-olads to the assault, they 
havo between three and four hundred pieces in 
position on the different forts and floating batte- 
ries, including a number of the famous Whitworth 
and Armstrong cannon, imported from Eng- 
land. With such facts bofore us, we should not 
feel discouraged by these rebel accounts, or if 


The Privateering Question—Strong Pro~ 
bability of a fiuptore with England. 
Important information which we have re- 

ceived from Washington, and {rom souroca en- 
titled to reapect, leads us to conclude thnt thero 
are strong probabilities existing of a speedy 
ruptore between the United States and England, 
resulting from the unfriendly snd offensive 
course of the British government towards this 
country in reference to rebel privateers built, 
armed and equipped in British ports, and iszning 
therefrom to pray upon American commerco on 
the high acas 

Our readers are aware that since the adjourn- 
ment of Congress the Cabinet from time to time 
bas been reported ss baying bad under con- 
sideration tho question of the employment of 
private armed vessels on the ocean in the far- 
thor prosecution of this war, and in pursunnce 
of the late act of Congress on the subject. This 
question, wo understand, the Cabinet has at 
length determined shall bo loft to the decision 
of England, and upon hor acceptance of peace 
or war with the United States, in rolation to 
these Anglo-robel privateers, In other words, 
the udministration, iu Cabinot council, has re- 
solved that England shall in good faith adhero 
to ber proclamations of neutrality, aad thut 
her ports no longer shall be the nayy 
yards of the ‘“so-enlled Confederatp States; 
or thnt awarms of privateers, under the 
flag of the United States, ahall,be let loose upon 
the ocean, to make reprisals upon English 
commorce, Of eourse this will be war; and the 
demand indicated, which: is to go out to Eng- 
land, for an honest observance of ber obliga- 
tions of neutrality, embraces this warning, 
or s conditional doclaration of war. 

In this connection, the correspondence which 
wo publish this. morning, botween Earl Russell 
and Mr. Adams, our Minister at London, is very 
interesting and significant, Mr. Adams calls 
the attention of Earl Russell to the “admitted 
fact of a violation of w statue of this kingdom 
(Enginnd) intonded to prevent ill-disposed per- 
sons from involving iin difficulty, by commit 
ting wafton and injurious assaults upon foreign 
nations with which it ia nt peace, of which her 
Majesty’a Miniatera are invited to take cogni- 
vance; of which tuey do take coguizanco, 80 
far as to prepare measures of prevention, but 
which, by renson of ciroumstances wholly with- 
in their own control, they do not provent in 
season to save the justly complaining party 
from serlous injury.” 

Tho flippant’ and ill-tempered roply of Earl 
Russell to this graye nnd undeniable charge 
may be readily answered. Ie cannot escape 
under tho miserable plea that the local laws of 
England havo rostrained hor government from 
interfering, while thoy have facilitated the 
building, arming. equipment and sending ont 
from English ports of armed vessels to proy, 


under an unrecognized flag, upon the 
jcommorco of a friendly nation, Wo 
have. nothing to- do with the local 


Jaws of England. We hold her to her 
proclamation of neutrality and to the suprome 
law, of nations. Nor will tho shallow excuse 
ayail Earl Russell that British subjects have 
disregarded the Qucen’s proclamation. in fur- 
nisbing ‘ar supplies to both parties in this 
civil war. ‘The offence still exists that !hor 
Majesty's government, in its indifforenco to the 
notorious acts of which Mr. Adaws complains, 
has practically made itself a confederate of 
Jeff, Davis und an enemy of the United States; 
for when whe attention of o government bas 
been scasonably drawn to any illegal acts of 
its citizens or subjects, and {t fails to enforce 
its obligations and its authority, it becomes a 
party to the offence complained of, and may be 
justly called upon for the reparation of all re- 
sulting damages to the party injured. 

No doubt such have been the conclusions of 
the Cabinot in regard to the rebel privatear 
Alabama, and othor vessels on the same sor- 
vico, gent out from the shipyards of England. 
Thus the very cases of the Citizen Genot’s 
privateers furnish, in their final sottlement, 
aconclusive answer to the defence in which 
tbey are brought forward by Karl Russell. 
England will therefore be called upon for in- 
demnity, and, in default thereof, she will in all 
probability be compelled to meet the alterna 
tive of reprisals by privateers upon her own 
commerce, and tho tremendous responsibilities 
and dangers, foreign and domestic, of a war 
with the United States. 

We have nothing to expect from considera- 
tions of justice from the British government, 
‘The existing ministry, instead of cultivating 
the good will of the United States, haye mani- 
fested in every way, from the outhreak of this 
rebellion, a strong inclination to take sides with 
it, offensive and defensive, in ordor to destroy 
this overshadowing republic. England may, 
therefore, prefer war to the reparation of the 
wrongs'she has committed against us. She will, 
at all events, be required to change her conrse 
or take the consequences. We know thata war 
with England will unite the people of the loyal 
States as they have never been united hereto- 
fore; and. doubtless this conviction has had ita 
weight in bringing the administration to the 
resolution of presenting the simple alternative 
to Eurl Russell of an honest neutrality or war.

our present efforts against the place vere 
not to mect with immediate success.

‘Our armies are now mustered and 
marshalled and ready for action, and Charles- 
ton, Vicksburg, Richmond and all the other 
atrongbolds of the rebollion will eoon bo con- 
quered and in our possession, It only re- 
mains now to put our finances in good ordor 
and to strengthen our diplomatic army, and our 
long agony will bo over. To accomplish this 
crosrning and finishing triumph our good, ho- 
nest,amiable and patriotic President has s0- 
lected the three representative men of the nge— 
Clay, Jewett and Wikoff, 

Geueral Cassius M. Clay sailed on Thursday, 
for Russia, as tho United States Minister. 
He was ordered to proceed to the scene of 
his futura labora some time ago; but it isan 
infirmity of his great mind that he neyer can 
obey orders. ‘This was go distinctly proven 
during his military career thnt when the 
President deaires Clay to go abroad he probably 
ordered him to stay at home, on the same prin- 
ciple that the Irishman who wishes his pig 
to go to the market at Dublin always attempts 
to drive the snimal towards Derry. ‘The last 
we heard of General Clay before his depar- 
ture, he was sitting upon the platform of a 
Loyal League meeting. For a wonder, ho was 
not making a speech. This reticence is a sign 
of improvement. The General has followed 
it up by leaving in the last steamer, Ac- 
cording to last accounts, the Czar has 


and will have more faith thon ever in our 
power to do the same thing with Jef. Davis 
& Company. Consequently Minister Clay will 
have a comparatively easy job of his diplo- 
matic appintment. The Conncetiout clection was 
settled on Monday, ‘and the fact that Gen. Clay 
did not meddle init accounts for the success 
of the administration party. There is no other 
election just at present in which Clay can be of 
any service, and he therefore started for 
Russia immediately. By the timé he reaches St. 
Petorsburg, unpacks his tranks, packs them 
again, and returns to this country, the rebellion 
will be squelched, and the next Presidential 
canvass inaugurated. There is barely time for 
him to do something for his salary and his 
mileage. Bon voyage, General Minister Clay! 

Colorado Jewett, like Clay, bas again started 
for Europe, We recently received several com- 
munioations {Yom him, aud be ‘reported himself 
in his native gold ‘mines, taking account of 
stock and preparing to fill our empty trensury. 
Now, having finished his work there, he is 
about to attempt mediation. THe has taken the 
steamer at Halifax in order to,avoid Secretary 
Sewnrd’s Interference. His tabular state 
ments of the number of thousands of pounds 
avoirdupois of gold which he has already 
collected would make Midas mad with enyy 
California and Australia aro poor in comparison 
witb Colorado, The discoveries of Columbus 
seem insignificant when compared with the dis- 
coveries of Colorado Jewett. The gold gam- 
Dlers of Wall street, think themselves rich if 
they can control a few millions of dollars in 
gold; but Jewett surveys the precious metal 
by the acre. With sucha base of operations 
Secretary Chase cannot suspend specie pay- 
ments much longer. As Jewett has mastered 
)the arithmetical difficulties of the affuir, and 
reported just how many tons each gold- 
mountain contains, the government will soon be 
gin to redeem grepobacks in coin and pay off the 
national debt in double eagles. The moun- 
tain which Jewott munificently donated to us, 
aa a token of his appreciation of our patriotism, 
we propose to transplant to the Central Park, 
and leave it there as a monument of Jewett’s 
gratitude, our own liberality and the flourish- 
ing condition of the country. We did intend to 
band it over to the national treasury; but 
Jewett assures us that Chase already feels the 
embarrassment of riches; and, beaides, we do 
not care about giving any of our meney to poor 
Greeley and the other contract jobbers. Suffice 
it to say, then, that Jewett is going to do won" 
dors, and that we expect to see him back soon 
with soveral treaties with foreign Powers in 
each pocket and his hat. 

The Chevalier Wikoff yet lingers here, but 
expects to depart upon his special mission to 
Europe in about o month. His carcer as a 
roving diplomatiat is by no means ended. The 
cause of the Chevalier’s stay here may possibly 
be explained by the poet's observation, “it is 
hard for friends to part.” Both President 
Lincoln and Secretary Stanton have taken a 
great fancy to Wikoff. Stanton is especially 
affectionate to our favorite Chevalier, and 
sobs, whenever his departure is men- 
tioned.

His 
little contracts have to be arranged, and doubt- 
less, like Thurlow Weed and other special di- 
plomatists, he will take a few contracts to 
Europe with him, and negotiate them there. 
The keen, shrewd, enterprising Chevalier is 
just the man for a contract, and succeeds much 
better than poor Greeley with his Tribune gun 
factory. Then the art ciroles of New York re- 
Yolve around the Chevalier Wikoff. He bas to 
manage the critics for the Opera and the thea- 
tres, and commonly carries balf a dozen of them 
around with bim, linked together like a string 
of onions, The Chevalier is not always as lucky
